W a s h i n g t o n , M ay 19th.—Courtney is in­ 
disposed and there is considerable anxiety. 
H is friends and attendants, however, declare 
th at he will positively start. 
The referee 
may postpone the race till ti p. if., a t the re­ 
quest of Courtney’s friends, some of whom 
contend th a t it m ight sacrifice his life to 
start him in the race during the hottest part 
of the day. 
H anlan is all right. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W a s h in g to n , M ay 19th.— A t 0:45 this 
evening the long-debated question was fully 
settled, and Edw ard H anlan had won the 
title as champion oarsman of America. 
The 
great race—if it may be called a race—occu­ 
pied just 36 minutes and 49 3-10 seconds by 
the computation of the official time-keeper, 
though three seconds less was claimed by 
parties on the referee’s boat. 
A t 5:45 P. M. the (lodney, having on board 
the referee, judges, time-keeper, several news­ 
paper representatives and a score or more 
of distinguished guests, including Secretaries 
Sherman and Thompson, Postmaster-General 
Key and the ladies of their families, drew up 
to the starting point, and immediately after 
the second gun was fired as a signal for the 
men to get ready. 
Blaikie gave the caution­ 
ary, “ Are you ready,” and three seconds 
after cried “ Go,” which sent the men away 
to a beautiful start. 
Courtney’s oars seemed to catch a trifle in 
advance of his opponent, and with a sturdy 
even grip upon the w ater sent his boat palpa­ 
bly in front. 
F or the first half-minute he 
pulled 18 strokes, or a t the rate of 36 to the 
miuute, while H anlan was timed 41. 
Before 
Courtney had pulled ten strokes, however, 
H aulan had over-hauled him, and each suc­ 
ceeding stroke sent his boat further to the 
fore. 
A t the first flag, m arking one-eighth of a 
mile from the start, clear water could be seen 
between the stern of his boat and the boat of 
Courtney. 
A t this point Courtney turned to 
look over his shoulder, and evidently realized 
th at he was beaten, as he suddenly dropped 
his stroke to 30, aud shook his head to some 
one on the referee’s boat who had shouted to 
him to pull, saying, “ I t isn’t in me.” 
H an­ 
lan also eased up, and pulling steadily at 32 
strokes to the m iuute opened the gap as he 
pleased. 
All interest in the race was gone when 
H anlan reached the three-quarter flag fully 
ten lengths in advance. 
A t the first mile he 
was pulling 31 strokes to the minute, and 
leading by nearly 15 boat lengths, Courtney 
laboring unsteadily at about 28, and fre­ 
quently casting a despairing glance over his 
shoulder. 
Soon after passing the mile flag 
Courtney stopped rowing, and removing his 
handkerchief, dipped it in the w ater and re- 
E 
laced it on his head, repeating the operation 
alf a dozen times during the next mile. H is 
steering, which a t the start was faultless, be­ 
came more aud more erratic, aud three of the 
six flags from the half-mile to the two-mile 
point were either brushed by his oars or run 
over directly by his boat. 
H anlan reached 
the two-mile flag in 13 m inutes and 31^ 
seconds, just 
one-eighth 
of 
a 
mile 
in 
advance of Courtney, who stopped finally 
three-eighths of a mile from the turn, or 
2Jt miles from the start, and turning his boat 
pulled leisurely over the course and disem­ 
barked at his quarters at the Potomac boat­ 
house. 
H aulan pulled on to the turning- 
stake, and squared away for the finish in 17 
minutes aud 54 seconds from the start. 
On the way home H anlan gradually over­ 
hauled Courtney, and thousands on shore and 
upon the boats and steamers which lined the 
course, not knowing th at Courtney had not 
turned the stake-boat imagined th at the race 
was a debatable issue and rent the air with 
cheers for their respective favorites. 
H an­ 
lan, however, soon passed Courtney, and 
pulled leisurely to the last eighth of the 
course, when in response to the blowing of 
whistles and cheers from the thousands of 
spectators he quickened to a forty stroke and 
exhibited a splendid burst of speed to the 
finish, which he reached in 36 minutes and 
49 3 10 seconds from the time of starting. 
Pulling up to the referee’s boat H anlan 
was awarded the race by the referee, who 
cordially congratulated him. 
H anlan then 
picked his way through the scores of steamers 
and river craft of every description, and 
reached his quarters at the A nalastan boat­ 
house, where he was received amid the wild­ 
est demonstrations of delight, lifted bodily 
from his boat and carried upon the shoulders 
of his enthusiastic friends into the boat­ 
house.

F. God­ 
frey, of Santa Clara county, was yesterday 
evening nominated for Congress by the Fourth 
D istrict delegates. 
The Convention reassembled for the third 
day’s session a t 10 o’clock this morning, Vice­

me to get my views on sending delegates to Chi­ 
cago. I am in no mood to talk or write. The loss 
of my young, loretl and loving brother is the se­ 
verest blow of my life. 
Is the Workingmen's party 
a reform party, or is it a side-show to lie peddled 
out to the highest bidder) Your resolutions in­ 
dorsed Thurman. 
Why not indorse II. B. Wright, 
whose sentiments on the Chinese is known to you 
all, and then he has a proposition before Congress 
at every session to give a poor man 160 acres of land 
and 8500 as a starter. My propositions are these : 
“ The Chinese must go,” currency reform, land re­ 
form and labor reform. The Democratic thief and 
the Republican robber is opposed to the above prop­ 
ositions. 
If you fail to send delegates to Chicago 
you w-ill become the laughing-stock of the entire 
producing masses of the United S'ates. 
Millions 
are watching your movement* and looking to you 
for relief.

The reading of the communication was fre­ 
quently interrupted by cheers and applause.

San F rancisco, M av 19th.—The discussion 
over the reception of K earney’s communica­ 
tion occupied the time ot the Convention 
until 4 p. M.. the debate being very hot. 
B raunhart made a five m inute speech in 
opposition to the sending of delegates to 
Chicago. 
I t was moved th at the communication be 
received and spread upon the minutes. 
W aldron amended, th at the communication 
of K earney be received, and Bpread on the 
minutes, and be adopted as the sentim ent of 
the Convention. 
J . H . Redstone favored M r. W aldron’s 
motion. 
W aldron’s am endm ent was finally adopted 
—55 to 42. 
Gallagher of San Francisco changed his 
vote, and gave notice of reconsideration amid 
great excitement. 
An appeal was taken from the decision of 
the Chair sustaining the motion to reconsider. 
A fter a long-continued and boisterous dis­ 
cussion, during which recrimination was freely 
indulged in, the whole m atter was laid on the 
table. 
An adjournm ent was then had until 8 P. M., 
amid excitement and confusion. 
Im m ediately after adjournm ent most of the 
country members, w ith a num ber of city del­ 
egates, m et in the hall, with Vice-President 
Millen in the chair, and appointed á tem ­ 
porary Sergeant-at-Arm s to keep the lobby in 
order. 
Millen said he understood the meeting was 
merely an assembly of interior delegates for 
consultation. 
If it was to be considered a 
reconvening of the State Convention he would 
not take the chair. 
W aldron, of I jOS Angeles, said this was the 
real W orkingm en’s Convention, as the ad­ 
journm ent had not been fairly carried, and 
the city members had sought to obstruct pro­ 
ceedings. 
If M illen would not continue in 
the chair some one else could be found to 
take it. 
Udell, of Yolo, thought the meeting a con­ 
ference and caucus. 
The C hair wanted the responsibility of 
breaking up the Convention to rest on the 
city, not on the country members, and sug­ 
gested th at those present consider the motion 
to adjourn the Convention. 
If it was wrong­ 
fully decided in the affirmative, then they

adjourn their meeting and 
meet again in the Convention with the city 
delegates in the evening. 
The Chair also 
suggested that, considering the meeting as 
a Convention, they adjourn immediately to 
assemble as a caucus to consider their future 
course.

The question of disagreement was then 
debated a t length, the point being fully de­ 
veloped th at 
the 
opposition were being 
m anipulated in the interest of the Democ­ 
racy, while those present were in favor of the 
Greenback Labor party. 
A t the conclusion of the debate the meet­ 
ing adjourned to meet with the whole Con­ 
vention a t 8 o’clock to-night. 
The meeting then resolved itself into a 
caucus, and after coming to an informal un­ 
derstanding to act together in the Convention, 
adjourned.

There are but seven Indian 
men on the San Pedro and Arraivapi, to my knowl­ 
edge, belonging to this reservation. 
I have heard no 
news whatever in regard to Indians on the Sar. 
Pedro. 
Mr. Lea h, from Eureka, says he saw some 
pros|>ect<>r8 from Hunker Hill District yesterday, 
and they reported nothing about Indians.

Francisco Board of Education and the 
text-book agents together had provided for 
the fleecing of the people of that city, 
have been disarranged rather unexpectedly. 
The President of the Board, Mr. Stone, 
has refused to sign the contracts, and has 
given as one of his reasons the statem ent— 
which he feels sure his colleagues mu3t 
have overlooked—that the contracts pro­ 
posed to be made would cost San Francisco 
§40,000 a year more than the lowest bids 
before the Board called for. 
As, more­ 
over, the text-books adopted are in several 
instances inferior to those which could 
have been had so much cheaper, the case 
against the majority of the Board seems 
conclusive, and they will not find it an 
easy m atter to override the veto of their 
President w ithout exposing themselves to 
public reprobation. Itisnecessary, however, 
to insist upon inquiring bow the Board came 
to ignore the fact that the contracts they 
made would cost the people forty thousand 
dollars more than there was any necessity 
for. 
Very ugly reports have been abroad 
for some time as to the nature of the influ­ 
ences which prevailed over the judgm ent of 
the Board, and perhaps the present for­ 
tunate dispute with the President may 
promote salutary revelations. 
Seeing that 
unfaithfulness in such a tru st may have 
widespread and sinister results in the 
degradation of the public schools, and in 
lowering the educational standard, the 
press of San Francisco ought to prevent this 
m atter from being hushed up, and should 
use all its energios to probe it to the bot­ 
tom.

The W orkingmen’s party has been hold­ 
ing a State Convention at San Francisco, 
and has adopted one of the longest and 
strangest platforms of recent times. 
The 
framers evidently desired to say something 
about every imaginable issue, or perhaps 
they thought it necessary to insert some 
“ taffy ” to tickle every kind of queer 
“ comeouters” upon whose help they count. 
The W . P. C. is drifting into the position 
of a sort oí new-fashioned Cave of Adullam, 
to which all who are at odds w ith the 
regular parties may resort, and where they 
may find consolation. 
The new platform 
has something less than fifty planks in it, 
and is therefore broad enough to accom­ 
modate 
a 
very heterogeneous 
crowd. 
Among the propositions to he found in it 
originally were, taxation of U nited States 
bonds, equal wages for men and women, 
abolition of the contract system in prison 
labor, eight hours for a day’s work, the 
General Government to do all the hanking, 
a graduated income tax, opposition to land 
monopoly, regulation of railroad rates, the 
taxation of everybody to supply settlers 
on public lands with free capital, the 
enfranchisement of womeD, and in addi­ 
tion to these novelties all the usual and 
customary resolutions about honesty in 
office, reduction 
of Governmental 
ex­ 
penses, and so forth. 
I t will he seen that 
the W. P. C. has given itself verge and 
scope enough in the m atter of issues, and 
doubtless its managers think th at men 
must he very hard to suit who cannot pick 
out something to please them from this 
hotch-potch of old and new crudities and 
fantasies. 
In the Convention, however, 
the party very ungallantly “ went back ” 
on the ladies, and struck out the resolu­ 
tion for the enfranchisement of women. 
W hy they did this nobody knows, for it 
was a much more sensible proposition than 
nine-tenths of those which were retained. 
The sage and brilliant plan for making 
the Government the only hanker in the 
country was also sacrificed, and in its stead 
was put a resolution favoring the unlim­ 
ited issue of paper currency by the Gov­ 
ernment. 
The proposition to create a 
fund by general taxation for supplying 
capital 
to settlers 
upon 
the 
public 
lands is one which is likely to find many 
supporters, though we fail to see why the 
idea should have been so restricted. 
If it 
is a good thing to make the community 
furnish capital to settlers, it m ust be a 
good thing to make the community fur­ 
nish capital for everybody. 
The man who 
wishes to start a corner grocery ought to 
have the same privilege a3 the man who 
proposes to raise hogs or turnips. 
There 
is a savor of class distinctions about this 
plank which is suspicious. 
The graduated 
income tax is another plan dear to the 
heart of the Communist. 
I t is a measure 
whereby the wicked people who have suc­ 
ceeded in life can be punished for their 
criminal prosperity, and it is an admirable 
method for eliminating enterprise and 
thrift from a community. 


The platform as a whole of course means 
no inore than platforms usually do, hut we 
think it clear that there is in it a definite 
purpose to 
carry forward communistic 
ideas, and th at many of its resolutions are 
signals to th at restless element which is 
continually striving to upset civilization. 
There are some planks in it which are 
harmless, or even good, but it is perfectly 
apparent th a t taking it altogether it repre­ 
sents a set of opinions about government 
and economy which are utterly incompati­ 
ble with progress and prosperity, and the 
practical operation of which would he fatal 
to the interests of labor, in the first in­ 
stance. 
It shows th at the W orkingmen, 
like 
the 
Bourbons, 
learn 
nothing. 
Their 
leaders 
still 
reiy 
upon 
their 
irrational and 
blind 
enmity 
to 
capi­ 
tal, 
and 
instead 
of

stupidity in the most fulsome manner. 
N otw ithstanding th at they are always 
complaining of a w ant of freedom in this, 
that, and the other direction, it is further 
to be observed th at these people are the 
most clamorous advocates of governmental 
tyranny in the world. 
They w ant every­ 
thing regulated by the central authority. 
They w ant the freedom of employment, of 
acquisition, of distribution, fettered and 
curtailed. 
They cry out for chains to he 
placed upon all who have got their heads 
above the common level. 
And so singular 
a lack of practical common sense is there 
in their councils th at in ail this long plat­ 
form no reference whatever is made to the 
vital issue of Free Trade. They do not seem 
to know th at the tariff is the greatest en­ 
emy Labor has on this*continent. 
They 
cannot perceive th at their true interests 
demand absolute liberty for labor and cap­ 
ital alike. 
Instead of throwing their 
weight into the scale for the enfranchise­ 
ment of Labor, they waste tim e in foolish 
p-opositions for debasing the currency, for 


j robbing the rich, for dishonoring the Gov­ 
' em inent by the repudiation of its engage­ 
ments, and for a score of flighty, mis­ 
chievous, and 
impracticable 
crotchets, 
which never will carry so long as the re­ 
public endures, and which would destroy 
it if they did carry. 
So far the W . P. C.

of average common sense, and this is the 
most serious indictm ent th at can be pre­

GUARANTEES 
FOR 
WAR. 


There are in Europe at present nearly 
five millions of men under amis. 
W hen 
the recent changes in the German army 
are completed th at empire will have two 
millions of soldiers available. 
These facts 
render it certain that war in Europe can­ 
not he long deferred. 
For the m ainten­ 
ance of such enormous armies saps the life 
of the nation, breeds discontent among the 
best elements, frustrates the efforts of en­ 
terprising and inventive men, and produces 
conditions from which a foreign war is the 
only deliverance. 
Germany will he com­ 
pelled before long to quarrel with one or 
the other of her neighbors. 
She cannot 
stand the strain of her overgrown arma­ 
ment indefinitely. 
The nation will not al­ 
ways consent to he taxed to death for a 
merely ornamental soldiery. 
Presently 
national pride and the lust of aggrandize­ 
ment will demand the active employment 
of the army, or thejdisorganizing labors of 
the Socialists will force the Government to 
seek distraction from internal troubles in 
war, as Louis Napoleon did, and as Russia 
seems about to do. 
The possession of 
these formidable armies, moreover, is al­ 
ways a strong incentive to aggressive for­ 
eign policies. 
Every question is instinct­ 
ively viewed from a m ilitary standpoint. 
Gradually a desire for conquest and glory 
grows 
up 
among 
the 
people. 
Past 
successes in the 
field 
are 
made 
to 
justify future encroachments. 
A people 
th at has already been deprived of its lib­ 
erty is very apt to seek consolation in mil­ 
itary fame, and it is also very apt to be 
insensible to the equities of its neighbors. 
France and Russia and A ustria and Italy 
and Germany are all weighed down by 
their great m ilitary establishments to-day, 
and because they are all armed to the 
teeth they are sure to fall out. 
The idea 
of averting war by always being prepared 
for it is one the fallacy of which lias been 
exposed a thousand times, but it is never­ 
theless as dear as ever to men of Bis­ 
marck’s character. 
I t would seem, indeed, 
th at wars m ust increase in frequency and 
destructiveness as civilization advances, 
until the time comes when science shall 
have so multiplied the agencies of destruc­ 
tion as to render fighting no longer possi­ 
ble. 
W hen, as foreshadowed in Bulwer’s 
“ Coming Race,” the deadly “ vril ” shall 
have been discovered, and so the means of 
destruction he in the hands of all, great 
wars will cease perforce. U ntil then, how­ 
ever, there can be little doubt th at popula­ 
tion will be thinned out by gunpowder even 
more mercilessly than heretofore, and that 
the precautions taken against attack will 
themselves lead to renewed conflicts.

Shall public sentimeut denounce the shame­ 
less jeers and jibes over the cold body of De 
Young? Shall asimilar sentiment enjoin a re­ 
spectful and even sympathetic silence in the 
presence of that devoted mother and sisters, 
while we, a so-called body of 
Christian 
“ brothers and sisters ” grow clamorous be­ 
fore a parent’s sorrow, so recent, so terrible, 
so overwhelming ? 
Shall we forget that a 
son, a tirat-boru, hitherto blameless and hon­ 
ored, is 
practically dead 
and coffined. 
Who can doubt that the mother’s grief 
were comparative joy, if the body of that 
beloved son were laid peacefully away iu 
an honored grave, his soul at rest iu the bosom 
of the All Father, and the hearts that love 
him forever “ quiet from fear of evil.” 
“ To 
everything there is a season, a time to keep 
sileuce and a time to speak,” and surely every 
true woman’s heart among us cried out against 
the indignity—I had almost said the inde­ 
cency—of casting a stone, even indirectly, at 
that poor mother, whom hitherto we had all 
delighted to honor; that stricken mother, 
who at the self-same hour was lying crushed 
and prostrate, even unto death, in our very 
midst. No marvel that a prominent “ out­ 
sider ” (a man, too, mark you), voiced the 
sentimeut of the community and exclaimed 
in a frenzy of indignation, “ Do you say 
that a body of Christians are prejuding your 
case, persecuting and reviling at such an hour 
as this? Why don’t you get quit of them? 
I wouldn’t belong to such an outfit for a hun­ 
dred thousand dollars.” Moreover, it was 
doubtless true that many a mother of the 
oft-abused “ minister’s son” tremblingly be­ 
thought her of the injunction, “ Judge not 
that ye be not judged, for with what judg­ 
ment ye j udge ye shall be judged, and with 
what measure ye meet it shall be measured 
to you agaiu.” Many a mother may also 
have felt the injustice of making parents re­ 
sponsible for ttie derelictions of their children 
and shrank from the possibility of offering 
indignity to heads more reverend and more 
hoary than Dr. Kalloch’s. Possibly such 
apprehension may have brought weakness 
and indecision into the ranks of the van­ 
quished. Moreover, the alleged necessity of 
some deprecatory resolutions—lest our posi­ 
tion be misunderstood—strikes me, I will con- 
fe-s, not only as superfluous, but as “ waste­ 
ful and ridiculous excess.” Have we fallen 
so low as to need such self-vindication? 
Methinks no t! Charles Reade ha* w ritten: 
" A woman never talks of justice unless she 
is about perpetrating some monstrous in­ 
justice.” When evtry peccadillo of infidelity 
of my sex must call forth from me a loud 
and flaming “ declaration of war,” surely 
my own virtue must be of a very questiona­ 
ble order—“ thin as the stuff that dreams 
are made of,” The honest man need not and 
will not stoop to self-defense and noisy de­ 
nunciation of roguery. 
We need not revert 
to the well-known polity of Baptist churches, 
their indejiendency of each other, nor to the 
shrewd suspicion afloat that anything calcu­ 
lated to influence the action of the civil 
tribunals would be quickly resented and 
summarily “ quashed” by Mayor Kalloch’s 
counsel. 
Nor should this article be construed 
into his defense ; but rather as a defense of 
good manners and of good morals.

Cook county, there was peril to the greatest 
interests of the State and nation. He referred 
bitter and personal contest respecting 
Presidential delegates, but said this Conven­ 
tion would decide honorably, fairly and 
justly, without partisanship, on the rights of 
these two contestants, and that the decision 
ought to be final, and ought to be readily 
concurred in. 
He said if the party was al­ 
ways to be menaced by defeat by the mi­ 
nority who failed to dictate the nomination, 
the sooner it went into bankruptcy the better. 
He referred in the most complimentary terms 
to Sherman, Blaine and Grant, hut expressed 
the belief that it was the duty of the Illinois 
Republicans to nominate Grant, who had done 
so much to preserve the country.

Contest for the Chairmanship—S. M. 
W ilson Elected.

O a k l a n d , May 19th.—A t 12 o’clock, noon, 
the Convention was called to order by A. ,T. 
Bryant, Chairman of the State Central Com­ 
mittee. 


CONTEST FOB THE CHAIRMANSHIP. 
Nominations for temporary Chairman : W. 
W . Foote nominated Hon. Samuel M. W il­ 
son. 
Mr. O’Meara nominated Hon. W. J. 
Tinniu, of Trinity. 
Carpenter, of El Dorado, seconded the nom­ 
ination of Mr. Wilson. 
Satterwhite, of San Bernardino, seconded 
the nomination of.Tinnin. He scored Wilson 
severely, saying that there was a large class 
of Democrats who were against Wilson. 
W alter Levy, of San Francisco, spoke in 
favor of Wilson. 
Mr. O’Meara again eulogized Tinnin, claim­ 
ing that the Democracy of San Francisco was 
in favor of Tinnin, and not in favor of W il­ 
son. 
Mr. White, of Los AngeleB, said that he 
believed the heated discussion should not be 
allowed to sow the seeds of discord in the 
ranks of the party. 
W. W. Foote again took the floor, and 
claimed that Wilson did not represent a 
clique or a faction of the Democracy. 
Judge Dibble, of Nevada, moved that 
Wilson be made temporary President and 
Tinnin Vice-President. 
Mr. Ward, of Inyo, spoke in favor of 
Wilson, and at the same time eulogized 
Tinnin. 
S. M. WILSON ELECTED. 
Mr. Jordan of Alameda, and Mr. Green of 
San Francisco, were appointed Tellers and 
the vote was taken by counties, with this 
result: Wilson, 212 ; Tinnin, 123. 
The Chairman appointed Messrs. Tinnin 
and Foote a committee to escort Mr. Wilson 
to the chair. 
Mr. Wilson upon takiDg his seat said in 
substance : 
Gentlemen of the Convention : I would he 
entirely devoid of feeling were I not to thank 
you from my heart for the compliment of 
elevating me to this position. To those who 
supported me I return my sincere thanks. 
For those who supported Mr. Tinnin I have 
not the slightest feeling of unkindness. 
It 
affords me pleasure to observe that there has 
been manifested a spirit of concession and 
conciliation for the benefit of the Democratic 
party. 
It is the true spirit to be displayed, 
and it argues well for the success of the 
party. I can say more, without seeking to pay 
you a compliment—I never saw in a Con­ 
vention a stronger combination of intelligent 
character and intellectual force than is shown 
in this body. 
I do not desire or intend to 
make a speech, but I think the coming elec­ 
tion is one of the most important ever before 
the American people. The Democratic party 
never fears an open enemy on open ground, 
with flags flying and forces marshaling ; but 
in this contest we must watch the insidious 
advances of an enemy seeking to undermine 
the foundation of the Government under the 
forms of law. 
I t is a question of imperial­ 
ism, or whether the country is to exist on the 
original foundation of the integrity of all the 
States. Who is not in favor of preserving 
the States one in many, with the rights be­ 
longing to each, instead of a centralized 
Government ? 
The speaker at this juncture, evidently 
realizing that he was venturing on danger­ 
ous ground, said he would not say more. In 
conclusion, he said: 
It must be understood that the Democratic 
party is in favor of the Constitution, with all 
its amendments. 
In regard to the distin­ 
guished gentlemen whose names have been 
mentioned for the l ’residency, I am for the 
nominee of the Cincinnati Convention. [Loud 
and prolonged cheers.] 
I know that the 
party will support him with warmth and en­ 
thusiasm. 
The speech was frequently applauded.

The Convention then elected H. S. Guss- 
ford, Dewitt Lawrence, P. A. Regan, Wm.

ITEMS OF MINING NEWS. 


Some very rich free-gold quartz has been 
found in the Nevada City mine, near Ne­ 
vada. 
A mountain containing 80 per cent of 
iron ore has been discovered near Seattle, 
W . T. 
N othing more is heard of the Dixon gold 
mine, and it is concluded that the placers 
were not very valuable. 
So much loose gold is being taken out of 
the Bodie mine that it has to be transported 
to the mill in close sacks. 
Comstock people have given up all hopes 
of finding a bonanza, and are now perfectly 
happy if the pumps are kept running. 
Several of the owners of quartz mines in 
the vicinity of Fort Jones, Siskiyou county, 
will build small mills this spring, as they 
rind hauling to custom mills, and paying 
the going rates for crushing, to he an oner­ 
ous tax. 
A ton of ore from the San Jacinto mines, 
in San Diego county, has been shipped to 
New York to test its value. 
If the work­ 
ing assay proves satisfactory, the sale will 
he completed and a large number of men 
employed extracting ore. 
The shipm ent of coal from Seattle, W . 
T., for the month of April, exceeded any 
previous month since the opening of the 
mines. 
Eleven vessels cleared w ith an ag­ 
gregate of 16,275 tons, and with two ves­ 
sels half loaded at the chutes, makes the 
total amount delivered on board vessels 
nearly 18,000 tons. 
If a man should set himself at work to 
correct every wrong report of the mints 
which gets started in the community, he 
would be able to do nothing else, says the 
Gold H ill Netcs. 
W hen reports lock men 
in mines these days they may he set down 
as false at once. 
The time for such opera­ 
tions is passed. 
Some, however, advocate 
a return to such practices, since when they 
were in vogue there were good times on the 
Comstock. 
The return would, however, 
scarcely bring those times back again. 
The late storm was so unseasonable, and 
therefore unexpected, says the Nevada 
City Transcript, th at several mining com­ 
panies in the district were caught with hut 
a few cords of wood on hand. 
H ad the 
rain and snow continued the rem ainder of 
the week, some of them would have been 
compelled to shut down part or all of their 
works. 
The past winter has taught some 
of the mine managers severe lessons, and 
hereafter they will, it is safe to bet, when 
able, not rest contented during the times 
of good roads till they have enough fuel on 
hand to last through the most protracted 
siege. 
“ In time of peace prepare for 
war” applies pretty well to the subject 
herein hinted at. 
A Californian writes from Leadville, Col­ 
orado : Preparations for the proper devel­ 
opment of the mines are being made by 
men from California and Nevada, and in 
place of the tender-foot style of working, 
consisting of a whim with a Missouri mule 
attached to it, and a wheelbarrow w ith a 
man behind to shove it, and another man in 
front attached to a rope to pull, the engine 
is being used. 
Ju st think of men hauling 
ore out of a coyote hole 200 and 300 feet on 
an incline of 20 degrees w ith a wheelbar­ 
row. 
T hat's the kind of miners they have 
out here—fellows who have been skinning 
mules and whacking hulls all their lives— 
and they will assert themselves thorough 
miners. 
I t would make a W ashoe canary 
laugh to see them at work.

ANOTHER LEVEE MEETING. 
Property owners in Levee District No. 1 
held another meeting yesterday in response to 
a call by the Trustees of the district, who 
desired to ascertain the sentiment of the peo­ 
ple regarding levee enlargement. The meet­ 
ing was held at Dole’s place, on the River­ 
side road. R. J. Merkley, President of the 
Board of Trustees, presided. There was a 
large attendance. Mr. WinD, by request of 
the Chair, reported the estimates for 
two plans of enlarging the levee from 
Y street to Freeport. 
The levee is 
now six feet on top. To raise it one foot 
more and make it eight feet on top would 
take 128 cubic feet of earth ; to raise it two 
feet higher and make it ten feet on top would 
take 266,000 cubic yards. The cost per yard 
was left out, but Mr. Merkley thought it 
could be had as low as 10 cents, and that fully 
three-fourths of the work would be done by 
land-owners in the district to work out the 
assessment. He said the Trustees had gone 
over the line of the levee with a surveyor, 
and the Board was convinced that the levee 
ought to be raised and strengthened and the 
slopes improved, aud that at least there are 
low and weak places demanding immediate 
repair. Generally the line of levee is in good 
condition, but the Board believed a little 
higher water than that of April would have 
placed the district iu imminent danger. 
There were several speeches made. The 
“ Pocket” residents opposed any enlargement 
of the levee because the back-water now 
floods their lauds, and any eulargement of 
the front line will do them no good. The 
sentiment of owners above the “ Pocket ” 
was strongly in favor of enlargement, but it 
was quite generally expressed as the belief of 
the people that owners in many places are 
unable to pay for any extensive work, and 
several of them would be crushed out by 
heavy assessments. Finally a vote was 
taken on three plans: First—Assessment to 
raise 2 feet and widen to 10 ; second—Assess­ 
ment to raise 1 foot aud widen to 8 ; third— 
Assessment to pay district debts and do 
needed repairs. 
The latter plan, by an overwhelming major­ 
ity, prevailed, some voting “no ” on all three 
of the propositions. Mr. Lake wanted the 
meeting to agree to expend $5,000 each year 
on the levee, raising it completely iu sections 
as far as the money would go, and thus in 
time accomplish it all. Finally it was agreed 
as the sense of the meeting that the Trustees 
should raise $10,000 this season, pay the 
debts, repair weak places, and keep a fund 
on hand for emergencies—say $2,000. 
The meeting was a very interesting one. 
Pertinent remarks were made on the various 
questions, debated by Mr. Mesick, who 
urged construction ou such a scale that when 
the floods come the papers would say, “ The 
people in District 1 are asleep in safety and. 
not patroling their levees ; ” by Mr. Merkley 
in a like vein ; by Mr. Baumgartle, who op­ 
posed adding hight to the levees, as they af­ 
forded no protection to the pocket lands un­ 
der the present system ; by Mr. Klotz, who 
thought it impossible to get earth to enlarge 
the lower levees ; by Mr. Fern, who opposed 
all three plans and favored leaving matters as 
they are ; by Messrs. Kelly, De Costa, Callio 
and others in a like strain; by Mr. 
Lincoln, who was satisfied there should be 
enlargement but thought the people unable to 
raise the money ; by Mr. Lake, who wanted 
work done yearly and the levees secured in 
the most exposed si>ots by riprapping; by 
Mr. Flint, who favored leaving the whole 
matter to the discretion of the Trustees as to 
the extent of repairs. The meeting resolved 
to ask the Trustees to permit no Chinese con­ 
tractors or sub-contractors to work on the 
levee, to urge the planting of Bermuda grass 
ou the slopes, and to give land-owners in the 
district preference to do the work of repairs 
at accepted contract price.
